"She is absolutely conventionalized; she smiles iii one way, holds her 
head in one way. glitters and gleams forever with one set, unearthly ex­ 
pression. 
“ She is the lowest common denominator of intelligence and ‘beauty in a 
human female. 
“ Her looks are mechanized enough— but they are not the worst of her. 
\\ hen she opens her mouth, such chatter issues fortli that all men hearing 
her would wish to lock themselves up in the nearest coal hole and not come 
out till she has fallen dead.

“ bier eyes are so bright they look as if electric bulbs were lit Behind them. 
“ Her nose is merely suggested, often by two little holes, to make it appear 
that once in a while she breathes.

Lintott has studied his beauties among the* 
Kuro|>ean aristocracy, whom he has painted, 
and among New York sooety, which be has 
been painting these last six months. 
In addi­ 
tion, he has watched famous beauties in the 
graver moments of their careers. 
Mr. Lintott. 
during the war, was secretary to Sir George 
Buchanon. British ambassador to Russia. 
He 
was the last man formally presented to the late 
unhappy czar, and had a rare opportunity to 
look upon the czarina and her lovely daughters 
before the great revolution broke over Russia. 
So. to this dissection of the magazine cover girl. 
he brings a world ixrrspective. 
And tries to 
trace her rise— and— what he calls her fall: 
“ It is. of course, interesting to try to figure 
where the custom started of putting a pretty 
young female on the cover of almost every 
magazine. 
I wonder if it did not l>egin with 
the Gibson girl. 
lf this is so. we may hasten 
to add, what a detenorate is the present si lly 
female who greets us on the magazine stands. 
“ Now the Gibson girl, as absurd as she looks 
today, with her long skirts and hair, really 
stood 
for something. 
A ll beautiful women

woman’s entry into business offices, as able 
young secretaries; she stood for release from 
that era when tile kitchen stove wa- the symbol 
of women in the humbler circles; when the 
silly pink tea was the symbol of women a little 
better situated. 


I the Gibson girl finally disappeared 
from the public prints. N ears went by, 
and the present impossible young female 
became a crystalized convention.

‘New, reasonably enough we might ask ourselves, what 
idea of young womanhood do they wish to convey in tins 
conventionalized rniss ? 
I he idea is, I fancy, to present a sweet, pretty little 
c reature with the spice of allure. 
A nd we might translate 


spice cif alluie into a commonly used expression which I 
dislike exceedingly— ‘sex appeal.’ 
But, 
I 
seriously aik you to consider the ^ quest ion: 
W c p j lig h t. 1930, ny E v e ry W eek 


does this ‘rag-on-a-string-bean-pole-girl’ of ex- 
tieme attenuation, does this empty smiling crea­ 
ture really have sex appeal? 
" I wonder, sometimes, if this dangerous pos­ 
session is intensely felt or understood by the 
neople who accept the magazine girl so readily. 
How much potency is there to an appeal which 
is forever flaunted? 
Is not a great passion like 
a noble bit of poetry, something which is not 
for every day? 
And can we consider, can we 
dally daily with such inspired explosives as the 
great ‘appeal’ this girl is supposed to embody, 
with her painted face and glittering eye? 


“ I agree with Bernaid Shaw who recently 
explained that there is much more sex appeal in 
swaddling feminine clothes than in the recent 
modern undress. 
He stated that during Queen 
Victoria’s reign there were really more hot­ 
blooded love affairs than this more anemic gen­ 
eration could possibly achieve. 
But these V ic ­ 
torian love affairs were not flaunted, nor served 
with the breakfast, dinner and supper. 
Such 
an appeal loses its potency if screamed out at 
every corner, and because of the obviousness 
of what this smirking girl is trying to convey, I 
seriously ask— really, has she sex appeal?

For some time now most of the magazine-read­ 
ing public have agreed that the Collar Type 
of man was a terrible type, slandering the real 
American, who is a very manly-looking fellow. 
I he readers have been slower to place by bis 
side his twin sister, the Magazine Girl. 
Yet 
already the brightest and the most rebellious 
have at last refused to accept her. 
One of the 
most reassuring little episodes I ever witnessed 
came the other night when several clever and 
educated and lovely and reasonable American 
girls were discussing the looks of an insipid 
young woman of the motion pictures. 
One 
had never seen her. 
But another described: 
‘Oh, she has a face like a magazine cover.* 
" It was spoken with a wholesome scorn 
which cheered my heart.
